February the 6th 1865 I shall commence this day to keep an account of things in 
general this being Monday, February the 6th, 1865. The weather was fine to~ 
day until some little snow. I left Morning Sun this morning for Dayton in 
company with David Ramsey, B. F. Graham and several other boys. We left 
College Corner at 3 o'clock this evening. Arrived at Hamilton in due time. 
Left Hamilton at 6:15 for Daytch and arrived there in due time. We all put 
up at the Philips House and was there all night and had a fine time. 

uesday the 7th 1865 Weather disagreeable today. Snowed most of the day. Were 

at the Philips House for breafast and were mustered and sworn into the ser- 

vice of the United States, Went to the Canal House for dinner and was there 
eli night. Joe Ramsey Stewart and I went on an excursion and got in in due 
times We had a fine time at Phebe Martins in Oregon, Wayne Street. 

Ss he &th. Weather more pleasant today. We left Dayton for Camp Chase. 

irrived here about noon. Went into quarters No. 26. 

Thursday, the 9th, 1865 Weather continues moderate. Today we are still in 

bunks but the report is we are going to te moved to some other quar- 
ters. iI think if they get us out this evening they will be sharp. I wrote 
a letter to Will Wright. I am about tired this evening running mud(?). 
Dave Ramsey is sick. He had got the flu. I went after the surgeon for him 
and got some medicine for him. I think he will be better in a short time. 

Friday the 10th Weather cloudy and warm and is getting muddy. Dave Ramsey is 
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“able to be about today. I wrote a letter to Joe Ramsey today. Took Vave 
up to the surgeon this morning and got some medicine for myself not being 
in very’ good fix. 

Saturday the 11th Weather cloudy and pleasant. Nothing of importance going on 

today. i. wrote a letter jome today to sister Evaline. 

Sunday the 12 Weather pleasant and cool but thawed some little. We moved from 
Barracks No. 26 to No. il this morning. It was against our will but we had 
to go. It hailed some little last night. I had my pocket book stolen last 
night containing about 13 dollars and also my nife worth about P10 atv 2k 
wrote two letters teday, one te John Wilsen and ene ob lank MeMiliene 2 
borrowed five dollars from B. f. Graham on account of having mine stolen 
last night. This is Sunday but it don't appear like it in this place. 

Monday the 13. The weather was quite pleasant but cold at nights. We did not 
sleep any of any account last night. It was too cold. I wrote one letter 
to Molly Wilson and a Valentine to Lank McMillan. ‘ 

Tuesday the lbh Weather moderate today. We are still laying around doing noth- 

ing. Graham sent two valentines yesterday. One to W. Kempel and one to 
Call Brown. There was 500 Rebs taken away from here on Sunday last. We 
moved from one side of our Barracks to the other. 

Wednesday, the 15th, 1865 Weather disabreeable today. It rained most all day. 
We were called out today. Every Regiment to see hcw many men there was. 

We went from the 186. We then went into Barracks No. 13. I wrote a letter 

to Lizgie MeWhinney. 7 
Thursday, the 16 ‘This was a disagreeable day. It snowed most of the time. 
——"fhere was 500 Rebs taken way from here today. Nothing going on in camp. 

I got a letter from J. O. Ramsey. J

We organized our Company yesterday for the 191# Regt. Ohio Infantry and 
went into Barracks 28. The Company is Commanded by Capt. Irving. The 
L69th Regt. left Camp Chase yesterday for Nashville. I am still getting 
better. Harve and Frank Graham are both sick today. 
Thursday the 9 1865 Weather eae disagreeable today. It rai-ed and snowed 
most all cay, and is quite cold this evening. Times is quite brisk in Camp 
on account of having marching Orders. 
Friday the 10, 1865 Weather more pleasant but quite cold today. We nearly froze 
iast night. Times are brisk in Camp this morning. We are going to leave 
Camp today. I was appointed Second Sargent of our Company D, 191 Regt. I 
am getting much better than I have been. We left Camp this evening about 
} o'clock. I rode to Columbus in a wagon on account of not being well. 
Left Columbus at 6 o'clock on our way for Winchester, Virginia. I rode in 
a Passenger Car among the sick men, We arrived at Zaynesville about mid- 
night. 
Saturday the 11. Weather quite cold today. We left Zaynesville this morn and 
arrived av Bellan's about 6 o'clock at night. We lay in the cars all night. 
The most of the boys lay out side along the train. 
Sunday the 12 Weather cloudy but pleasant. ‘We crossed over the river to Benwood 
this morning and are now laying in the cars waiting for further orders. 
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We have just taken our dinners and I feel somewhat better. Left Benwood 

this evening and are now moving along fine, 

d Monday the 13 Weather pleasant. We arrived at Grafton this morning and arrived 
; at Caumoerland late in the evening. 

Tuesday the 1h, 1865 Weather continues pleasant. ‘Je left Cumberland immediately 
after Peving wrenicken and making some coffee and arrived atMartinsburg about 
daylight. We then arrived at our destination which was Harpers Ferry about 
9 o'clock. Went into Camp about 3 miles from town. Cooked a goose and Turkey 
which the boys captured and then set down to write an account of things in 
general. and I skinned the goose last night 

Wednesday the 15 Weather disagreeable today. It rained part of the day. te 
drawed our tents and put them up today . I wrote a letter to Bill Wright 
yesterday and sent it today. I am acting Orderly on account of our Orderly 
being sick. 

Thursday the 16 Weather changeable today. It rained some little and has been 
very windy most of the time. Nothing much of importance going on in Camp 
except fibcing up lur quarters. I wrote a letter home today to Nathan, 

Friday the 17 Weather quite pleasant today. Nothing much of importance going 
on today, We were out on gjuad drill today and had quite a time. 

Saturday the 18 Weather continues pleasant. No drilling going on in Vamp today. 
We sent some of the boys to the Hospital at Harpers Ferry today. James 
Marshall, John Austin and William H. Sprowl. 

Sunday the 19 This was a pleasant day. It is sunny but I can't see any Sunday 
in this place. Lieut Stinson (?) has been sick. He just came to our 
quarters 

Monday the 20 Weather quite warm and pleasant. JI was not very well today. I 
wrote a letter to Annie E. Foster. I am relieved of my Command as Orderly 
today. Our Orderly is again able to take his place, 

Tuesday the 21 Weather cool and chilly. Rained part of the time. We sent one 
of our men to the hospital. 

Wednesday the 22 Weather Bae and cool. Rained most all last night, One of 
our Company died last night and was buried today. I am writing at night. 
Wind high and cold, 

Thursday the 23 Weather’s stormy and wet. Rained part of the day. I wrote a 

evrer to Beck Manne Nothing of importance going on in Camp. Thundered 

gone little teday. Had squad drill this morning and Gompany drill in the

Friday the 2 1865 Weather continues cloudy and stormy, It snowed and rained 
last night and is quite cold today. We drew some clothing and shoes this 
evening. The boys are all in a bad humor about having to take such large 
shoes. I drew a pair of pants and a pair of shoes. No. 9. I can jump 
into them without much trouble. 

Saturday the 25 Weather more pleasant but quite cold. I was out on Picket | 
today. JI was stationed at the ford on the Shanandoah River{ I was 
Sargent of the guard. I am not very well today. 

Sunday the 26 Weather quite cold, I came in off Picket about noon today.z 
Our Regt. moved their quarters today in line with the Brigade. I sent 2a 
letter to Call Wilson yesterday. 

Monday the 27 Weather pleasant. Nothing goingon in Camp of any importance 
today.. We are in our new quarters and getting along fine. 

Tuesday the 28, 1865 This was a pleasant day. I am not on Dity today on account 
of now being well, I wrote a letter to Eliza Jeffers today. The guards 
and Camp were alarmed on account of nothing and doubled the lines. 

Wednesday the 29 Weather quite pleasant. I am still off duty yet. Nothing 
going on in Camp of any importance. I wrote a letter to John Hockensmith 
todays 
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Thursday the 30 Weather disagreeable today. Rained most all day. Nothing 
going oh in cape We received marching orders to leave camp in the morn- 
ing. iI wrote a letter home this evening. 

riday the 31, 1865 Weather continyjes disagreeable. It rained hard last night 

andthundered some and rained (the) greater part of the day. We struck tents 
this morning at Camp near Harpers Ferry at nine o'clock. We started on the 
march in the direction of Winchester. Passed through the town of Charleston 
and camped about a mile and a half from town, the place where John Brown was 
ted. We arrived in Camp about two o'clock. Moved two or three times 
from one place to another. Camped in the woods. I wrote a letter home last 
nicht. 

saturday the Ist of April This was a pleasant day. I am again on duty. Nothing 

of importance going on today except cleaning up our Quarters. We had Squad 
Drill this evening. The Colonels tent caught fire today and burned down, 

Sunday, April the 2, 1865 This is Sunday evening. I am laying in my tent writing 
this. Was a pleasant day. JI wrote a letter to Lank McMillan today. Nothing 
going on. Inspection this evening. I am going to sleep with Bill to-night. 
Ramsey is on guard. Lieutenant Stewart is unwell today and has been for some 
time. The bugle has sounded for Roll Call and the order is Co. D fall in. 

Monday the 3, 1865 This was a fine day. Company drill twice today. Dress parade 

"an the evening. Times are brisk in Camp this evening on account of the News 
of the Capture of Richmond. I donIt know wethers it is so or not but hope 
it is. We packed up all our overcoats today and are to be sent away. I 
think this indicates a movement of some kind and the news are (late this) 
evening that we move in the morning. It looks very much like rain tonight. 

Tuesday the ljth Weather pleasant with some little rain. It rained hard last 
Night. We struck tents this morning in Camp near Charlestown at ten o'clock. 
Passed through the town of Ripley a small place on the Pike from Charlestown 
leading to Berryville. We arrived at the tow of Berryville in the evening 
about four o'clock. This town isabout 12 miles from Charlestown. Marched 
about 3 miles from town in the Winchester Pike and camped for the night. 

News again received of the possession of Richmond by our troops. . The boys 
are in good spirits and all for news(?) 

Wednesday the 5th This was a pleasant day. We again broke up camp this morning 

d starved on the marsh. Left camp about 8 o'clock and marched in the 
direction of Winchester. Our company wae train guards until near Winchester, 
We halted near town. Took a small ration of hard tack and then resumed our 
march. We marched through the town about 1 o'clock and camped about two miles 
from town on the ground where Sheridan and Early hzd a battle. We drew some 
rations and put up our tents and are now fixing to lay down to sleep and 
dream of friends and home. 

Thursday the 6th Weather cloudy with some rain this morning. I am Sargeant of 
the guard today. I am on duty setting by a stump and writing. I 
received a letter from John “Alson last night. I will quit for the present 
and write some more this evening. I am busy writing a letter to John G. 
Wilson in answer to one received last night. We had Brigade inspection this 
evening. Lieutenant Stewart is yet unwell being very bad with the Erycipelas. 

Friday the 7th Weather plesant today. Nothing of importance going on today. 
Sprowl arrived in Camp from the Hospital today. Brown and McDill arrived 
yesterday. 

Saturday the 8th This was a fine day. We moved our Camp this evening about half 
a mile on account of our hearing a good place for camp where we were. Austin 

nd Marshall arrived in camp this evening from the hospital in Baltimore, Md, 

wrote a letter to Fan(?) Bernarer yesterday. 

Sunday the 9th Weather quite pleasant today. Nothing of importance going on in 
camp. we had general review this morning. I went out on a tramp this even- 
ing visiting some of the old camp. Lieutenant Stewart went to the hospital 
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yesterday. Cap went over to see him this evening. I received a letier 
m Beck Mann last night.

It is now noon and it 
is guite warm and pleasant. The 192nd Regiment was all ready for a move 
but owning to some cause which I do not profess to know, the time for their 
departure from here was just Capt. Spring started to Washington 
City this morning.

The train He just started with the 196th en route for Balti- 
more, That leaves us all alone for the first time since we came out. We are 
all looking forward to the vee when we shall light out from here. Lieut, 
Stewart is absent now tending his trial. Sargent Rarick is now Orderly on

This is some of Lieut Snoots doings, 
I should have had that promotion but as Rarick was one of Snoots men he gave 
him the chance, I know it won't make any difference to me for I don't want

e 28th, 1865 The weather continues warm. J was on a court martial today 
onl. Brooks headquarters, I was suppeonied by Lieut Stewart as a witness 
for him. There was six from our company on the rial and one from Co. I. 
We marched from the station this morning. Gave in our testimony. We got 
pe oueh about l o'clock and then went back to the station. Procurred some- 
thing from the Christian commission of which we made a fine supper. ‘ve then 
started for the Reg. which was at-Winchester. We did not go far when we all 
proposed to put up for the night so we halted and laid down to rest, but did 
not rest very much on account.of the mosquitoes which were neither few nor 
small. Our Regiment broke up camp at the Station this evening and went to 
Winchester. 
saturday the 29th The weather was quite warm today,As I woke up this morning I 
tate found myself just where I laid down last night. All safe and sound. 
eke procurring a small portion of bread and meat, we started for the Regi-~ 
ent. We arrived at the town of Winchester in due time. After resting for 
a short time we went and joined the Regiment which is now laying near town. 
I am now in my tent. I have just come in from roll call, The boys had quite 
a time in camp this morning. The colonel ordered some of our boys to carry 
a stome on their shoulders but they did not carry them long until the company 
fell out and took the stones off the boys and sent them to their quarters. I 
think that kind of punishment is about played out. 
Sunday the 30th, 1865 Twelve o'clock a.m. I am in my quarters. The sun is ae 
viarm. we hove our quarters up and are trying to content ourselves as best 1 
can. We are camped near the town. Nothing new doing on in camp. Co. A, B 
nd G left yesterday. B & G went to the Station and A went to Genl Brook's © 
adquarters to do guard duty. There is some talk of sending some more of 
ur company away. I think we will all leave here soon. While I was writi 
ast night some of the boys were busy stoning the Colonel's tent. I eS 
some of the boys will go for him if he don't mend his ways and that very s 
Sargeant Kohler arrived in camp last Dien, he being home on a ae ee oe 
have orders to clean up this evening. I suppose for inspection but cannot 
tell for we never know what we are going to do until it is the last minute 
Six o'cicck pom. In my tent this evening we have not been doing anything 
today. The most of our Regt, is now on a detail. 28 men, 3 corporals and 
one Set. from our Company. They went to town to do Provost Duty. I just 
finished a letter to Wm. Wright. I have now come to the last page in this 
book . I commenced on the first page on the sixth day of fevruary and I wi 
close this on the 30th day of July. Since I first wrote in this a great many 
changes have been made and I am yet in the army. Seated this evening on my 
knapsack while my thoughts roll far ahd wide to a place that I desire more 
than this and that is Home. | 
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
